Available to

Needy Orange State College 
students now have an extra 
$12,500 at their disposal ,accord- 
ing to information just released 
by Arthur W, Lynn, financial 
officer, in announcing that OSC 
is now participating with the 
United Student Aid Funds, Inc. 

USA Funds, Inc., is a private 
non-profit service corporation 
which endorses loans made by 
local banks to needy students. 

“The Emergency Loan Fund 
of OSC will continue to func- 
tion,” says Lynn, “but it is lim- 
ited and the loans are for small 
amounts only and on a short- 
term basis.” 

Under the terms of the new 
program, no collateral is requir- 
ed on loans other than the bor- 
rower’s character and future 
earning power. No payments 
need to be made until four 
months after graduation, and 
the interest is a straight six 
per cent, not compounded. This 
amounts to only half of the 
amount charged for a commer- 
cial loan. 

The importance of this ar- 
rangement by the college, ac- 
cording to Lynn, is that “this is 
the first time a long-term loan 
has been made available to stu- 
dents.”

Critic Reports Transfer from Stage One- 


To Screen ‘Poor’ in “Music Man:

One trick I have found by which to judge which movie 
has a greater possibility of being worthwhile is to watch 
in what theater it opens, and how long it stays there. While 
not foolproof, this often gives an initial separation of .the 
solely entertaining films from those of some other value. 


A movie that opens city wide 
is usually a “one shot” attempt 
to circumvent the effects of re- 
views and word of mouth pub- 
licity. A limited theater opening, 
especially when the movie stays 
at the major theater for more 
than a week, usually indicates 
that the agents have some faith 
in the picture’s ability to sur- 
vive criticism. 

Exception To Rule 

The one major exception to 
this “rule of thumb” is when 
a foreign film opens city wide. 
This either indicates that it is 
a film of exceptional worth, or 
that it has a good box office 
potential because of its sex ap- 
peal. 

The Music Man is an excep- 
tion to this pattern. It has been 
on a single theater engagement 
for 13 weeks, which usually in- 
dicates a very good film. How- 
ever, this is another poor trans- 
fer from the stage to film. It is 
a highly personal production, 
the camera is an enemy that 
searches out every flaw. The 
flaw in this film is a lack of 
plot and characterization, and 
a dependence on a vitality that 
the medium of film cannot ef- 
fectively communicate. 

Miscast 

The actors are largely mis- 
cast, Shirley Jones, a very good 
actress in other parts, is un- 
convincing and one-dimension- 
al in the role of a vacillating 
librarian. Robert Preston, the 
original star of the Broadway 
production, does his best; how- 
ever even his vitality cannot 
save the lagging tempo, If an 
award were given for energy 
Preston would win handily; in- 
deed, in person, his perform- 
ance could probably save the 
show. But the camera is too 
much even for him. Seventy- 
as loud as 
they may be, cannot fill the 
silences that occur in the: two 
hours the movie lasts. 


I think that the film version 
of West Side Story is inferior to 
the stage production, yet I 
would advise any music lover to 
see it a second time rather than 
attend The Music Man once.

Dr. de Graaf Tells Views 
On L.A. Black Muslims

“The Black Muslim Movement 
will grow in Los Angeles if res- 
idential segregation and its ef- 
fects are not changed to accom- 
modate Negroes who have mi- 
grated to the West in the 20th 
century,” said Dr. Lawrence B. 
de Graaf, Assistant Professor of 
History, in an interview recently. 


“Negro Migration to Los An- 
geles, 1930-1950,” is the subject 
of Dr. de Graaf’s doctoral disser- 
tation which he completed in 
May, 1962. In it he points out 
that although social dissatisfac- 
ticn contributed to the desire of 
the Negro to migrate, the out- 
standing incentive to move was 
more adequate employment. In 
some cases the Negroes were 
‘pushed” to migrate; more often 
attractive opportunities “pulled” 
them to new areas. 

Million Followers 

“The fanatical Muslim move- 
ment, which claims about a mil- 
Jion followers in the United 
States, appeals to the indigent 
Negro just as Communism does 
to destitute Europeans, Asians 
and Africans.” “It is the claim 
that, ‘We are not equal, but bet- 
ter,’ that is nefarious and incites 
malvolent feelings among 
whites,” he said. 

Few among Los Angeles inte- 
gration leaders believe that the 
majority of low income Negroes 


will actually support the Muslim 
movement but if action is not 
taken, the movement might take 
advantage of the idealistic oppor- 
portunities presented and hin- 
der the progress that otherwise 
might be made in improved race 
relations in California. 


All that the Muslims de is not 
reprehensible, They preach that 
if the Negro is supreme, he 
should show it. He should dress 
properly, take care of his fam- 
ily and home, and assume his 
rightful place in society. 

“If these last ideas were the 
goals of the Muslim movement, 
and if it could divorce itself 
from its black supremacy ideas, 
the movement might become a 
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have been a lot happier had it 
been a lot shorter. Don Rick- 
ner’s portrayal of the father 
was captivating, he seems’ to 
have quite a flair for panto- 
mime, Muriel Berg as the mo- 
ther seemed adequate, although 
at times eased out of character.

The play provided an ex- 
cellent outlet for pent-up emo- 
tions, The cast seemed to hold 
its own except for Ron Bell, 
who occasionally fell into char- 
acter, Had not Bill Shultz worn 
his wedding ring, his character- 
ization of the priest would have 
been excellent, The other mem- 
bers of the cast are to be com- 
plemented in holding the audi- 
ence’s attention throughout the 
performance.

of Eugene Ionesco’s “The Bald 
Soprano.”

Exceptionally fun- 
ny were Mike Hubbard as Mr.

Shultz proved his versatility as 
an actor by following his high- 
ly dramatic role in “John- Doe” 
with his comedy portrayal . of 
the fireman in “The Bald So- 
prano.”

assume that because of the im- 
mediate action, direct confront- 
ation, and the unquestioning to- 
tal support of NATO and OAS, 
there are other indications of 
hostilities that are not being 
made public. The far right- 
wingers have been advocating 
U.S. intervention in Cuba as a 
end in- itself. President Ken- 
nedy’s position is much more 
subtle. Hoping to avoid war, 
Kennedy has been using Cuba 
as a tool, not as an end, to com- 
bat Communism. Either method 
is equally as dangerous, how-- 
ever.” 

OSC student, John Flowers, in 
stating his reaction, said, “If 
what we have been told is all 
there is to it, I think we are 
both morally and_ ethically 


‘ wrong. But I don’t think the 


American people know all the 
facts . 
liberately held back informa- 
tion. I feel that either Cosmos 
II (which was recently sent up 
by Russia) is armed, or the Ad- 
ministration has evidence of a 
planned invasion of the United 
States.” 

Action Sooner? 

Although everyone inter- 
viewed expressed firm support 
of the President in the issue, 
several felt that the Administra- 
tion should have taken action 
sooner, possibly averting the 
problem today. 

Lee E, Granell, Speech In- 
structor, said “. . the US. 
must do what it thinks has to 
be done to protect its self inter- 
est. The President has, in my 
opinion, finally caught up with 
the people in Congress, as to 
the type of action to be used.” 
’ Warren “Mick” Beck Jr., OSC 


student, said, “I’m glad to see: 


that Kennedy is finally stand- 
ing up for American right, be- 
cause I think, the United States 
is becoming too complacent, I 
think we'll be pretty lucky 
if we don’t have another war.” 

Andrew “Scotty” McTaggert, 
OSC student and ex-Marine, ex- 
pressed confidence in the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation and likened 
the Cuban situation to a football 
game, “Should the blockade be 
ineffective, a more forceable 
method should be taken, Krush- 
chev found a weakness in our 
line, Kennedy shifted the line 
and will either have to punt or 
call a time out.” 

Psychological Implications? 

The possibility of a nuclear 
war and its accompanying de- 
struction is being “brought 
home” to the American people 
by the threatening Soviet- 
supplied installations in Cuba. 

The effect this threat may 
have on the emotional makeup 
of the American -people, con- 
cerned several students. 

Too many people are living 
at a faster pace than they would 
ordinarily,” said OSC student, 
Bud Robbins. “They are cram- 
ming too many tomorrows into 
today, and I feel there is a se- 
rious danger of a moral break- 
down in many people. Previ- 
ously, people have been delib- 
erately blinding themselves to 
the possibilities of a nuclear 
attack, but no the ‘light has 
been turned on’. We know we 
should have been thinking about 
the problem all along.” 

‘Have you noticed how ner- 
vous everyone is,’ asked Sharon 
Jakutz? “A friend of mine is 
trying to get her friends to- 
gether to go somewhere tonight. 
She talks as if it may be our 
last chance.” 


Commenting on the problems 
faced by a legislator when he 
votes against a bill, Richard 
Hanna, Democratic hopeful for 
the 34th Congressional District 
appeared last Thursday at a 
campus meeting of the Orange 
State Democrats Club, 

Introduced as the co-author of 
the bill which set up Orange 
State College, Hanna drew this 
analogy: “The whole problem 
is like the man who is told by 
his physician he has cancer. He

“The problem is like that of 
the pharmacist—people grab for 
any kind of bottle,” he said. “I 
legislate not by label, but by 
content,” he concluded, 

Hanna, in commenting on the 
Cuban crisis, says he feels that 
the situation probably will be 
favorable to the Democratic par- 
ty in the coming election. “Most 
people seem to support Ken- 
nedy in his action on this af- 
fair,” he concluded,

standards in low-income Negro 
areas,” said Dr. de Graaf. 

“By not integrating housing 
and (de facto) schools, we have 
much to lose. We might go from 
segregation to Muslinism,” he 
warned. 

Beginning of Solution 

When asked how the recent in. 
tegration problems in Mississippi 
related to current Los Angeles 
conditions, he said, “What we 
refer to as Negro problems are 
most often not problems, but 
the beginning of solutions.” 

This statement could very well 
be applied to the current situa- 
tion in the Magnolia State. The 
plight of the Negro did not be- 
gin with Mr. Meredith’s enroll- 
ment at “ole Miss.” However, it 
is not too difficult to see that 
the incident provoked enough ac- 
tion to prod Mississippians to 
actively seek a solution to the 
existing inequalities. Negro out- 
migration from, the South might 
diminish if visible action were 
taken to relieve social injustices.
